fact. He might have said, also, that 
South American trade cannot be won 
by inexperienced traders. The United 
States has done a large business with 
thé southern continent, but it has 
been only a small part of the foreign 
business there. The main channel 
of export and import trade runs to- 
ward Europe, because European 
business men, seeking new markets 
while Americans were trying to de- 
velop the resources of their country 
and supply the home market, sent 
agents there, learned the ways of the 
people, opened banks and provided 
every possible facility for business. 
The trade that has come this way has 
been largely what Europe did not de- 
sire or what it was not prepared to 
handle. It is a melancholy fact that 
as yet we have very few houses en- 
gaged in South American trade, the 
managers of which understand the 
conditions prevailing there. 


These houses are likely to profit by 
the new opportunities because it is to 
their agents on the ground that the 
South Americans will look for sup- 
plies now that they are cut off from 
the European market. The time spent 
in drafting resolutions on the great- 
ness of the opportunity might better 
be spent in learning from these 
plorers what kind of goods the South 


Americans want, and in preparing to! 


send skillful Spanish and Portuguese 
speaking agents to Buenos Ayres and 
Rio de Janeiro to look ower the 
ground and study the South Ameri- 
can taste and temperament and culti- 
vate more friendly relations, 50 that 
when the present stock of European 
goods south of the Equator is ex- 
hausted the people there may under- 
stand that they can get the same ar- 
ticles or better in America.

“The river project will give us for two 
and a half million dollars a brand 
new and adequate system.”’

The 
only question is, can the Sacramento 
river water be made pure and whole- 
some? That bacteria may and is 
found in the flowing water of the Sac- 
ramento river admits of no question. 
But that it cannot, by a system of 
filtering and treatment, be made 
pure, no one who knows anything of 
the progress of the scientific treat- 
ment of water can deny. That river 
water can be and js being made pure 
by scientific treatment is proved by 
the fact that approximately  two- 
thirds of the large cities of Europe 
and America use such water and that 
it is pure and wholesome. 


From the above observations we 
draw tha following conclusions: 

1. Tne present supply of water is 
not adequate, either in quantity or 
quality. 

2. That as the city grows the sup- 
ply from present sources will be- 
come less adequate, both as to quan- 
tity and quality. 

3. That as water becomes scarcer 
the price will naturally increase. 

4. That the Sacramento river 
plan, endorsed by competent engin- 
|'eers and water analysis, is the only 
source of a pure and sufficient sup- 
| ply. 

5. That the objections to the Sac- 
|; ramento river plan is based either on 
misinformation or selfish interest. 

6. That the proposed bond issue! 
will not be a burden uopn the people! 
of Richmond; that the indebtedness | 
will be borne by the sale of water. |
